(c)  WITHIN FIVE MILES OUTSIDE THE CORPORATE BOUNDARY OF A 29 
CITY OR TOWN HAVING A POPULATION OF TEN THOUSAND PERSONS OR 30 
MORE. 31 
5.  Conditional repeal 32 
Section 4 of this proposition is repealed if the initiative styled 33 

"Conserving Arizona's Future" and designated by the Secretary of State as 34 
C-03-2006 is approved by the voters at the general election held 35 
November 7, 2006 and becomes effective pursuant to article XXI, Constitution 36 
of Arizona. 37 

6.  Submission to voters; conditional enactment 38 
A.  The Secretary of State shall submit this proposition to the voters 39 

at the next general election as provided by article XXI, Constitution of 40 
Arizona. 41 
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B.  Sections 1, 2 and 3 of this proposition are not effective unless on 1 
or before December 31, 2008, the Arizona-New Mexico Enabling Act (Act of June 2 
20, 1910; 36 Stat. 557) is amended by Congress and signed into law to 3 
authorize the amendment of the Constitution of Arizona as proposed by 4 
sections 1 and 2 of this proposition.  On or before December 31, 2008, the 5 
state land commissioner shall notify the director of the legislative council 6 
in writing whether or not this condition occurred and the date the enabling 7 
act was amended. 8 

C.  Section 4 of this proposition is not effective unless both of the 9 
following occur: 10 

1.  This proposition is approved and ratified by the voters pursuant to 11 
subsection A of this section and the conditional repeal described in section 12 
5 of this proposition does not occur. 13 

2.  On or before December 31, 2008, the Arizona-New Mexico Enabling Act 14 
(Act of June 20, 1910; 36 Stat. 557) is amended by Congress and signed into 15 
law to authorize the amendment of the Constitution of Arizona as proposed by 16 
sections 1 and 2 of this proposition.  On or before December 31, 2008, the 17 
state land commissioner shall notify the director of the legislative council 18 
in writing whether or not this condition occurred and the date the enabling 19 
act was amended.
